MOSCOW (U PI) - Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev opened talks 
today with U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger and expressed 
hope of reaching a new Strategic 
Arms Limitation (SALT) agreement 
this year. 
The Communist Party general 
secretary made the comment to 
newsmen just before a three-hour 
meeting 
at 
the 
Kremlin 
with 
Kissinger. 
Kissinger later said both sides are 
determined to overcome obstacles 
to better Soviet-American relations, 
including domestic criticism in the 
United States to the effect that 
detente 
is 
working 
to 
Soviet 
advantage. 
“ This period of cooperation, of 
dealing 
with 
each 
other 
cooperatively and fairly, which was 
started two years ago, has gained in 
strength 
and 
will 
continue,” 
Kissinger told a luncheon given by 
Foreign 
Minister 
Andrei 
A. 
Gromyko. 
Kissinger said obstacles to this 
cooperation arise but, “ We are 
determined 
to 
remove 
them. 
Occasionally 
we 
find domestic 
criticism, but we are determined to 
overcome it.” 
Kissinger said that the greatest 
goal of the Nixon administration is 
that “ over the next three years we 


No real detente 
possible, Chou 
says of U.S. 


HONG KONG (U PI) - Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai, in a speech 
that coincided with the visit to 
Moscow by U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, said Sunday night 
there can be no real detente between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
“ The two superpowers at times 
talk about detente,” he said, “ But in 
actuality they are engaged in an 
intense rivalry.” 
This rivalry is rooted in a struggle 
“ to seize world hegemony,” he 
added. 
Chou’s remarks were made in a 
speech delivered at a welcome 
banquet he gave in Peking’s Great 
Hall of the People for President 
Julius K. Nyerere of Tanzania. 
Nyerere arrived in Peking Sunday 
morning on his third visit to China. 
Chou 
devoted 
a 
considerable 
portion of his remarks to Soviet- 
American relations. He did not 
mention either country specifically 
by name nor did he refer to 
Kissinger’s current visit to Russia. 
But diplomatic analysts specializing 
in Chinese affairs said his remarks 
obviously were connected with the 
Kissinger visit. 
The world situation, Chou said, is 
characterized “ by universal great 
d iso rd e r” 
and 
this 
is 
‘‘unfavorable...to 
the 
two 
superpowers which are contending 
with each other in a vain attempt to 
seize world hegemony. 
“ Strategically, 
Europe is the 
focus of their contention,” he added. 
But “ everywhere they are fiercely 
contending with each other...from 
the Mediterranean to the Arab 
world, the Middle East, the Indian 
Ocean.”

can make the relationship that has 
grown up between our two peoples 
irreversible.” 


The Kissinger visit is expected to 
pave the way for Russian visit by 
President Nixon. While agreement 
on a new arms limitation agreement 
will be the main issue in the three 
days of 
talks, other problems 
include differences on trade and the 
Middle East that have cooled the 
detente between the two powers. 
Both men were in an expansive, 
bantering mood when they entered 
the Kremlin room where the Soviet 
Politburo meets every Thursday. 
Asked about the prospects for a 
SALT agreement this year, the 
target date set by Nixon. Brezhnev 
replied: 
“ I take an optimistic view on that. 
We 
have 
made 
a 
very 
good 
beginning on that process. The 
further we proceed from the date 
(of the first SALT agreement in 
1972), people will really appreciate 
the importance of that significant 
step.” 
“ That document speaks of peace 


and good neighborliness because the 
only other alternative is war There 
is no other alternative.” 
When Kissinger entered the room 
a moment later, Brezhnev told him 
he had been talking to the press. “ I 
told them I was optimistic and they 
agreed with me that all want peace. 
That makes it easier to start.” 
Brezhnev 
also 
expressed 
the 
opinion that “ relations at this point 
(with the United States) are good. 
There is much work to do at this 
time.” 
“ You do want it better, don’t 
you?” a newsman asked. 
“There are such people who would 
like to see things worse,” Brezhnev 
replied. 
Kissinger arrived Sunday night for 
an expected three days of talks with 
Brezhnev and other Soviet officials. 
The major issue before them is the 
SALT negotiations that are now 
stalemated in Geneva. 
Kissinger said he also would 
discuss the controversy in the 
United States over trade with the 
Soviet Union and his Middle East 
diplomacy. 


Lawyers to let pass 
deadline on appeal 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Lawyers 
for Watergate defendants H. R. 
Haldeman and Gordon Strachan 
plan to let pass a 5 p.m. deadline 
today for appealing to the Supreme 
Court a 
ruling 
that a sealed 
Watergate grand jury report be 
turned over to a House inquiry into 
the 
possible 
impeachment 
of 
President Nixon. 


The White House did not object to 
the report, which purportedly dealt 
with 
Nixon’s 
handling 
of 
the 
Watergate cover-up, going to the 
House Judiciary Committee. But the 
two attorneys had argued that its 
contents would be leaked to Capitol 
Hill 
reporters, 
damaging 
their 
clients’ chances for a fair trial. 


John J. Wilson, attorney lor 
Haldeman, formerly Nixon’s No. 1 
aide, said Sunday he was inclined 
to let the deadline pass without 
filing an appeal. The only thing that 
would change his mind, Wilson said, 
would be a decision by John Bray, 
Strachan’s attorney, to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 
Later Sunday, Bray said he would 


inform the court early today that he 
would not contest the ruling by the 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. 
The 
appeals 
court 
Thursday 
upheld a ruling by U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica that the 
Judiciary Committee needed the 
grand jury report to carry out its 
investigation 
on 
whether 
there 
exists grounds to impeach the 
President. The appeals court gave 
Wilson and Bray until 5 p.m. 
Monday to appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
On March 1, the grand jury 
indicted Haldeman, Strachan and 
five other close Nixon associates or 
campaign aides for conspiracy in 
covering up the Watergate scandal. 
At that time, the grand jury gave 
Sirica the sealed report said to deal 
with Nixon’s handling of the cover- 
up. 
The grand jury asked Sirica to 
hand over the report to the Judiciary 
Committee. Sirica, after listening to 
protests 
by 
Wilson and 
Bray, 
decided the grand jury should have 
the report.

But the giveaway as originally set 
up came to an abrupt halt two weeks 
ago after the SLA kidnapers labeled 
it only “ crumbs” for the people.

Syrian gunners pounded Israeli positions in the 
Golan Heights for the 13th consecutive day Sunday. 
Egyptian diplomatic sources said there must be 
disengagement in the Heights before there can be 
further withdrawals in Sinai 
They said Egypt believed that the current Middle 
East peace efforts of Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger could result in a Syrian-Israeli accord by 
late April or early May, setting the stage for the Sinai 
talks and a second Israeli troop pullback there. 
A Syrian communique said Arab gunners scored 
direct hits on an Israeli observation post at Tel A1 
Faras in the southern sector of the Golan Heights 
Sunday, destroyed an engineering unit and killed or 
wounded “a number” of Israeli troops.

Israeli communique said there were 
no 
casualties in the 30-minute barrage which began at 
midday and that Israeli gunners did not return the 
fire. 
It was the 13th consecutive day of fighting along the 
bulge of Syrian territory held by the Israelis five 
months after a United Nations cease-fire ended the 
Middle East war on Oct. 24. Since then, 13 Israelis 
have been killed and 51 wounded in the artillery 
outbursts. Syria has not reported its casualties. 
“It’s worse than the last (1967) war,” said Alex, a 
20-year-old Israeli artillery gunner from Petah Tikva.

end public life in 1977

WASHINGTON - How to win 
friends and influence people— the 
right people on the right side of the 
political ledger — is the Nixon goal. 
The motive is to told the line against 
impeachment in Congress. This puts 
a veto in the hands of those who 
want to kill any allegedly liberal 
legislation or appointees who may 
be suspect by right-wing criteria. 
The 
President 
four years ago sent 
an 
environmental 
m e ssa g e 
to 
Congress — a first 
for any President — 
calling fora new na­ 
tional land - use 
policy. A year later 
the 
White 
House 
sent up a National 
land-use policy bill providing aid 
and encouragement to the states in 
regulating 
areas 
of 
critical 
environmental concern. 
Applause came not only from 
conservationists 
but 
from 
the 
conference of state governors, the 
conference 
of 
m ayors, 
the 
Association of Counties and the 
League of Cities. Mild enough in 
itself here was a measune that 
would 
give 
federal 
guidelines 
beyond the conflicting demands of 
local 
authorities 
and 
the 
self- 
interest groups out to carve up the 
land for a quick buck 
Then the impeachment screws 
began to turn. The President having 
marched boldly up the hill marched 
right down again. The Senate under 
the leadership of Sen Henry M. 
Scoop Jackson twice passed the 
land-use bill. The House Interior 
Committee approved it by a vote of 
two to one.

The 
powerhouse was the United States

of 
Commerce.

instrument was Rep. Sam Steiger of 
Arizona. 
The Arizona identity is the key. 
Steiger is one of the conservative 
Republicans in the orbit of Sen. 
Barry Goldwater. The senator who 
has wavered back and forth over the 
President’s plight in the Watergate 
briar patch is essential if the line is 
to be held against impeachment. 
Into the breach rushed Rep. John 
J 
Rhodes, 
another 
Arizonan. 
Rhodes replaced Gerald R. Ford as 
minority leader when Ford became 
vice president. 
Going before the House Rules 
Committee, that champion blocking 
tackle 
of 
all 
time, 
Rhodes 
recommended that the land use bill 
be shelved. He suggested instead a 
more or less meaningless measure 
originating with the Chamber of 
Commerce 
and 
sponsored 
by 
Steiger. 
The 
committee 
conveniently 
folded 
The matter was to be 
deferred indefinitely. 
This caused acute anguish among 
those who had been nursing the bill 
along with the hope that it was 
finally to be passed. Foremost 
among them was Russell E. Train, 
administrator of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. Speaking the 


other day before a conservation 
conference in Chicago. Train said; 
“There is in my judgment no 
more important legislation before 
the Congress than the land-use bill. 
Its importance does not lie in the 
fact 
that 
it 
would 
have 
any 
immediate or earthshaking impact 
upon land-use patterns or practices 
in this countr>'. 
“The bill is a thoroughly modest 
measure whose importance lies in 
the fact that it would give new force 
to efforts already under way in a 
number of states and communities 
to give the citizens of this country a 
real say in determining the course

Old Man and the Sea,” out beyond 
where human values have ever 
been. This, May said, is where we’re 
bound. Clearly, he believes, this 
period in history is one of transition, 
a time when the whole system of 
human values is wheeling around 
about us, shifting toward a new, now 
unrecognizeable course. 
Behaviorist psychologists dwell 
on 
stimuli 
and 
responses 
and 
measure 
them as carefully as 
possible in order to arrive at a 
narrow, numerical glimpse of the 
way people really are. Freudians, 
some say, begin by taking some or 
all of Freud’s concepts of pervasive 
human sexual energy as laws and 
simply work from there. 
May said Thursday that he is a 
member of a third force in modern 
psychology, 
one 
that 
sees 
in 
literature, history and myth many 
of the most vital things about man 
that there are to see. And it is to the 
artists of society that May pays 
particular attention. He didn’t bring 
this up at the Thursday session at 
Hancock, but May postulates that 
artists, as other neurotics, cariy 
society’s unconscious ills in their 
blood. Neither artists nor neurotics 
can handle things the way they are 
in 
w h a t e v e r 
p a r t i c u l a r 
environm ent. 
The 
difference 
between the two is that the artist 
manages to epitomize and penetrate 
the lifestyle and the times that 
cause his own suffering in his work. 
He beats them at their own game, so 
to speak, and masters them this 
way. 


So, 
because 
both 
artist 
and 
neurotic are too sensitive, say, to 
follow along and take up life in the 
coal pit, there emerges from time to 
time a D.H. Lawrence from out of 
the 
British 
coal 
country, 
for 
example, 
full 
of conflicts 
and 
reliving them in his work. These, 
though, are conflicts that are really 
present in the lives of almost all 
British Coal miners, except that the 
others can’t sense them clearly 
enough to know. 
So, in going out farther than we 
can go, May grants a leading roll to 
artists of whatever type. The task 
for society, he believes, is the 
ancient one of replacing today’s 
gods with tomorrow’s, with all the 


inherent risk that that implies: the 
normal lot of the artist. 
It was described by James Joyce: 
“I go forth for the millionth time to 
forge in the smithy of my soul the 
uncreated conscience of the race.”
